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represented  in  the  assembled  multitude.  Minute  guns 
were  fired  by  a  section  of  Battery  K,  Second  Missouri 
Light  Artillery.  A  few  minutes  before  nine  o'clock, 
the  pilot  engine  made  its  appearance.  The  ten  minutes 
between  its  arrival  and  that  of  the  funeral  train,  were 
occupied  by  Gen.  Cook  in  bringing  to  their  proper  pla- 
ces the  committee  of  reception,  members  of  the  several 
delegations,  the  military  and  the  civic  societies. 

As  soon  as  the  funeral  car  came  along  side  of  the 
depot,  the  coffin  was  transferred  to  the  beautiful  hearse 
which  had  been  tendered  for  the  occasion  by  Messrs. 
Lynch  &  Arnot,  of  St.  Louis,  through  mayor  Thomas 
of  that  city,  and  accepted  by  mayor  Dennis  of  Spring- 
field. The  hearse  was  built  in  Philadelphia,  at  a  cost 
of  about  six  thousand  dollars,  and  was  larger  and  longer 
than  the  ordinary  size.  It  had  been  used  at  the  funeral 
of  the  lion.  Thomas  II.  Benton.  After  the  offer  was 
accepted,  the  proprietors  had  it  additionally  ornamented 
with  a  silver  plate  engraving  of  the  initials  "A.  L." 
around  which  was  a  silver  wreath,  with  two  inverted 
torches  and  thirty-six  silver  stars,  representing  the  States 
of  the  Union.  It  was  drawn  by  six  superb  black  hor- 
ses, draped  in  mourning,  and  wearing  plumes  on  their 
crests.  The  horses  belonged  to  Messrs.  Lynch  &  Arnot 
also,  and  were  driven  on  this  occasion  by  Mr.  A.  Arnot, 
without  the  aid  of  grooms.

LINCOLN'S   PALLBtJAREHS. 


ONLY     TWO    OP     THE     NUMBER     NOW     LIVING. 

Prom  the  Washington   Star. 

"Don't  you  know  that  man?"  asked  a  South* 
ern  member  of  Congress  of  a  Star  reporter, 
pointing  to  an  elderly  man  with  gray,  curly  hair 
and  mustache,  who  stood  at  the  corner  of  Four- 
teenth and  F  sts.  a  few  afternoons  ago. 

"That  is  H.  G.  Worthington,  and  few  men  in 
this  world  have  had  such  a  diversified  life  as  he. 
He  and  Henry  G.  Dawes,  of  Massachusetts,  are 
the  only  survivors  of  the  distinguished  men  who 
acted  as  pallbearers  at  the  funeral  of  Abraham 
Lincoln.    That  was  on  April  18,  18G5. 

"Worthington  was  then  a  Representative  from 
Nevada,  and  that  was  by  no  means  his  first  po- 
sition In  public  life.  He  was  a  member  of  tha 
California  Legislature  in  1851,  and  served  to- 
gether with  the  recently  retired  Justice  Field. 
He  was  with  Walker,  the  filibuster,  in  his  expe- 
dition to  Nicaragua,  and  barely  escaped  the  fate 
that  befell  Walker  and  several  thousand  of  his 
followers. 

"Worthington  participated  in  the  admission  of 
three  States.  He  is  one  of  the  few  persons  living 
who  stumped  California  for  General  John  C. 
Fremont.  He  was  a  great  friend  of  Fremont, 
and  was  his  legal  representative  in  settling  up 
his  Mariposa  estate,  in  California. 

"He  was  sent  by  Nevada  as  her  first  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress.  Nye  and  Stewart  came 
along  at  the  same  time  as  Senators.  When 
Grant  was  in  California,  long  before  the  war,  he 
became  acquainted  with  Worthington.  The 
friendship  that  sprung  up  between  them  in  the 
Golden  State  was  severed  only  by  Grant's  death. 
"President  Johnson  appointed  Worthington  to 
a  South  American  mission.  Later  he  was  re- 
called, and  Grant  appointed  him  Collector'  of  the 
Port  of  Charleston,  S.  C.  He  is  a  native  of 
South  Carolina.  The  people  of  the  Palmetto 
State  sent  him  to  Congress,  too. 

"Worthington  was  in  Ford's  Theatre  the  night 
that  President  Lincoln  was  shot,  and  he  was  a 
witness  at  the  trials  of  the  assassins.  He  had 
been  with  the  President  at  the  White  House  In 
the  afternoon.  He  spends  much  time  in  Wash- 
ington, and  it  is  always  a  rare  treat  to  meet  and 
converse  with  him."

Lincoln's    Pallbearers.'  * 

Toi  the  Editor:  I  noted  the  art- 
icle in  The  Register  about  the 
death  of  the  last  of  President  Lin- 
coln's pallbearers,  referring  to  one, 
Fowler,  who  recently  died,  as  the 
last.  I  have  carefully  looked 
through  the  Lincoln  Memorial  and 
find  the  mention  of  one  B.  Y.  Fow- 
ler on  Page  149,  as  having  attend- 
ed the  funeral  ceremonies  in  New 
York.  That  book  gives  the  names 
of  the  following  cities  where  Lin- 
coln's body  lay  in  state  after  leav- 
ing Washington,  viz.:  Baltimore, 
Harrisburg,  Philadelphia,  New 
York,  Albanv,  Buffalo.  Cleveland, 
Columbus,  Indianapolis,  Chicago 
and  Suringfield.  At  each  of  these 
cities  there  were  appointed  eight 
extra  guards  of  honor.  Besides  the 
many  prominent  men,  governors, 
generals  and  other  high  officials 
accompanying  the  remains  to  its 
last  resting  place,  all  appointed  by 
congress,  in  each  state  through 
which  it  passed  the  funeral  train 
of  nine  coaches  and  engine  all  pro- 
fusely draped  in  mourning,  was 
met  by  the  governor  and  other  high 
officials.  And  at  /"olumnus,  O.,  as 
given  on  Page  264  of  that  book, 
Lieut.  Commander  .1.  B.  Hague  was 
so  appointed  as  he  hud  just  re- 
turned from  bis  command  on  the 
Ohio  and  Kanawa  rivers.  There 
may  be  others  living  who  nartici- 
nated  in  that  sad  funeral,  but  all 
he  knows  about  the  matter  is  that 
he  Is  yet  hale  and  hearty  at  86.  It 
was  indeed  an  impressive  funeral.

WAS   A   LINCOLN  PALLBEARER. 

L,u.*t    Survivor  of  tlif   Twelve   Lives   in 
Pennsylvania.  |  C  ^r

ALTOON'A,  pa.,  Feb.  11.— Simon  S.  Barr, 
who  was  born  in  Hollidaysburg,  Blair  county. 
Pa.,  in  1810,  and  who  is  now  a  resident  of 
this  city,  has  (tie  distinction  of  btlng  the 
last  survivor  of  the  twelve  active  pallbearers 
at  (he  funeral  of  Abraham  Lincoln.  Mr. 
Barr  served  through  the  Civil  war  and  was 
wounded  twice. 

While  serving  in  the  Veteran  Reserve 
corps  Mr.  Barr  was  chosen  as  one  of  (he 
first  sergeants  who  officiated  as  active  pall- 
bearers for  President  Lincoln,  each  of  the 
twelv.  being  over  six  feet  tall. 

After  the  funeral  of  President  Lincoln 
Mr.  Barr  was  detailed  as  one  of  President 
Johnson's  body  guards,  and  served  in  that 
capacity  until  Dec.  20,  1863,  when  ihe  was 
honorably  discharged  from  the  Army.

PALL  BEARER  AT 

LINCOLN  FUNERAL 

ATTENDS  CA! 

Went  to    War     From  Col- 
lege; Visits  Daughter. 

One  veteran  of  (he  civil  war 
who  was  a  pall  bearer  at  the  funer- 
al of  Abraham  Lincoln  is  among 
the  20,000  old  soldiers  who  an- 
swered roll  call  yesterday  for  the 
fifty-sixth  annual  encampment  of 
the  G.  A.  R. 

J.  B.  Dague  of  Osceola,  la.,  who 
wad  a  lieutenant  in  the  Eighty- 
eighth  division,  from  Ohio,  in  the 
civil  war,  was  a  pall  bearer  for  the 
funeral  ceremonies  conducted  at 
Columbus,  O.,  one  of  the  ten  cities  | 
at  which  the  funeral  train  stopped 
while  en  route  from  Washington  | 
to  Springfield.  I 

The  civil  war  veteran  is  a  guesl  I 
of  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Roy  Arm-  I 
strong,  3 f>  1 5  Kingman  boulevard,  | 
during    the    encampment. 

Went  lo  War  From   College. 

It  was  while  he  was  poring  over 
the  law  books  in  the  University  of 
Michifaiv  that  war  was  declared 
between  the  northern  and  south-' 
ern  states.  He  snapped  his  books 
abut,  boarded  a  train  for  Cleve- 
land, O..  and  enlisted.  For  a  time 
he  was  stationed  in  that  cily  as  a 
recruiting  officer,  but  was  finally 
privileged  to  sniff  the  smoke  of 
battle.  His  modesty  prevents  any 
chronicle  here  of  his  bravery.  How- 
ever, he  was  shortly  made  a  lieu- 
tenant. 

^'ear  the  close  of  ihe  war  and 
during  the  well  known  Morgan 
raids,  the  young  lieutenant  was 
placed  In  command  of  soldiers  on 
a  boat  doing  patrol  duty  on  the 
Charles  river.  While  at  Charles- 
ton on  the  morning  of  April  15,  ! 
1 8 «> 5 .  the  rumor  drifted  to  his 
command  that  the  president  had 
been  murdered.  Curiously  enough, 
the  old  veteran  says,  the  flag  on 
bis  boat  through  some  error  had 
been  left  at  half  mast  all  during 
the  night  of  the.  fourteenth.  In 
a  few  hours  the  rumor  of  Lincoln's 
murder  was  confirmed. 

Paid  Homage  at  Capital. 

Shortly  after  this,  l,ieutenant 
Dague  was  sent  back  to  Columbus. 
Here  on  Saturday,  April  29,  the 
funeral  train  of  the  president 
stopped  and  elaborate  ceremonies 
were  conducted.  Lieutenant  Dague 
was  chosen  to  be  one  of  the  pall 
hearers.  The  remains  of  Abraham 
Lincoln  arrived  at  Columbus  at  7 
o'clock  in  the  morning,  according 
lo  Mr.  Dague,  and  the  funeral 
escort  consisted  of  the  Eighty- 
eighth  division. 

Mr.  Dp-Sue  says  that  (he  occasion 
is  uiie  that  is  stamped  indelibly  on 
his  memory.  He  relates  that  all 
night  preceding  the  arrival  of  the 
funeral  train  there  had  been  a 
heavy  downpour  of  rain,  but  that 
shortly  before  its  arrival  the  clouds 
broke  away  and  the  tain  ceased.  An 
immense  crowd  assembled  at  the 
station.  Bands  assembled  with  the 
military  in  procession  and  played 
solemn  dirges  while  the  coffin  was 
taken  from  the  car  and  laid  in  the 
hearse,  veteran  reserves  marching 
by   its  side  with   drawn   sabres.

NORTH  LOVELL,  Me,  May  29— In  a 
typical  little  hamlet  at  the  foothUU  01' 
the  mountains,  with  Lake  Kezar  glim- 
mering in  the  bright  Spring  sunlight  in 
the  foreground,  is  the  cottage  of  "Wil- 
liam Durgin,  last  survivor  l. r  the  sol- 
diers who  were  pallbearers  for  Abra- 
ham Lincoln.  Not  even  Switzerland 
can  surpass  in  beauty  a  Spring  morn- 
ing here,  with  the  blue  waters  ol  the 
lake  reflecting-  a  cloudless  ally  and  the 
slwe  lined  toy  apple  trees  m  blossom. 
This  natural  beauty  is  a  lilting  back- 
ground lor  the  subject  of  this  story 
-William  Durgin,  with  his  flowing 
white  beard  and  snow-white  hair— loi 
his  is  the  character  of  the  lulls,  this 
grand  old  veteran  of  the  stirring  days 
of  '81.  He  stood  in  the  rough,  un- 
paintcd  doorway  of  the  little  cabin  of 
his  valley  home,  his  shoulders  ns  erect 
as  when  lie  answered  Lincoln's  call 
for  volunteers,  and  told  of  his  experi- 
ence as  a   pallbearer  for  his  leader. 

Born  in  Stoneham,  Dec  IS,  1S..H, 
soldier  Durgin  Is  now  in  his  88th  year. 
His  mind  is  clear  and  bis  Celtic  wit 
nigh  as  keen  as  ever.  These  days  he 
is  busy  writing  a  hstory  of  the  town 
of  his  birth— Stoneham.  He  always 
wore  a  mustache.  Some  'JO  years  ago, 
he  relates,  his  hand  got  "trembly" 
and  he  let  his  beard  grow. 

During  his  long  enlistment,  soldier 
Durgin  was  in  no  important  battles  ol 
the  war.  He  was  in  several  occupa- 
tions and  in  considerable  skirmish 
lighting,  but  went  through  the  war 
practically  without  injury.  The  only 
exception  was  that  a  cannon  fell  on 
his  ankle  during  a  quick  action 
charge.  Because  of  this  Injury  lie  wa.-> 
assigned  to  the  Medical  Relief  Corps 
lor  a   time. 

Relating  the  story  of  the  draUi  ot 
President  Lincoln  and  hia  part  in  the 
funeral  eaeort,   soldier  Durgin  said: 

"I  met  Lincoln  a  number  ol  times 
before  the  assassination.  I  also  at- 
tended performances  at  the  Ford 
Theatre  several  times,  but  did  not 
attend  the  night  that  the  President 
was  shot. 

"That  night  I  was  at  Rrye  Barracks. 
My  captain  was  Alexander  Wands 
and  the  first  lieutenant  was  John  W. 
Dempsey.  Dempsey  was  six  feet  tall, 
.weighed  about  200  pounds  and  m  sever- 
al ways  resembled  the  famous  prize 
tighter,  Dempsey. 


"A  soldier  returning  10  the  barracks 
late  that  night  brought  the  news  ol 
the  assassination  of  President  Lin- 
coln. Instantly  the  camp  was  in  an 
uproar.  It  was  a  sad  loss,  too— the 
soldiers    loved    Lincoln. 

"My  assignment  to  the  Lincoln  es- 
cort was  considerable  of  a  surprise. 
I  fell  in  with  company  on  the  morning 
ol  the  funeral,  and  with  them  and 
thousands  of  other  troops  marched 
down  Pennsylvania  av  and  halt-ed  in 
front  of  the  White  House.  P.  D.  De- 
Witt  was  colonel  of  the  regiment. 
While  my  regiment  wailed  in  lines, 
my  position  at  the  tune  made  mc 
leading  man  of  the  regiment.  My 
company  was  on  the  right- 

"I  heard  the  General  asking  for  a 
del  ail  of  men  for  the  funeral  and  then 
I  heard  Col  DeWitt  say.  'I  guess  I've 
got  just  the  man  you   want. 

"Gen  Townsend  detailed  me  to  go 
into  the  White  House  with  the  several 
men  who  had  been  selected.  Once  in- 
side the  White  House  I  got  the  surprise 
of  my  life,  for  Gen  Townsend  said,  'I 
want  you  for  one  of  the  bearers.'  There 
were  eight  bearers  in  all,  and  five  ol 
us,  myself,  Smith,  Leach  und  Daley 
and  Collins,  were  from  my  outfit. 

"The  funeral  escort  was  made  up  of 
l!.r)  orderly  sergeants,  eight  Generals, 
one  captain,  three  lieutenants  and  throe 
Naval  officers.  The  famous  Farragut 
was  one  of  the  Naval  officers  detailed 
to  the  task.  The  Generals  were  John 
A.  Dix,  I.  O.  Howard,  John  A.  Cald- 
well, Albion  C.  Howe.  Patrick  Kigali, 
J.  M.  Cullum,  Joseph  Hooker  and  E.  D. 
Townsend. 

"President  Lincoln  looked  as  natural 
as  ho  did  in  his  lifetime  when  I  had 
met  him.  The  casket  was  open,  but 
there  was  a  sealed  glass  slide  which 
was  not  opened.  In  the  next  few 
weeks  I  had  occasion  to  see  the  im- 
mortal remains  times  without  number. 
Alter  the  Whlto  House  services  the 
eight  of  us  bearers  carried  the  casket 
to  the  hearse.  We  followed  the  boely 
to  the  Capitol,  where  it  lay  in  State 
two  days. 

"The  body  was  taken  to  Springfield 
in  a  special  train.  I  helped  carry  tl.e 
remains  many  limes  when  the  body 
was  taken  to  Baltimore,  Harrlsburg, 
Philadelphia,  New  York  city,  Albany, 
Buffalo,  Cleveland.  Columbus,  Chicago, 
Indianapolis  and  Springfield. 

"f  and  my  seven  comrades  carried 
the  casket  to  its  iinal  resting  place  in 
the  tomb  at  Springfield.

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LINCOLN  PALL  BEARERS 
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Guests  at  Lha  Lincoln  tomb  are  con- 
tinually asking  for  a  list  of  Lincoln's  Pall 
Bearers.  There  were  two  sets,  the  first 
at  Washington  and  the  last  in  Illinois, 
Chicago  and  Spiingfield.  The  interest  of 
callers  is  generally  because  of  a  tradition 
in  their  family  that  a  relative  had  offici- 
ated in  this  capacity,  it  generally  de- 
velops that  the  father,  grandfather  or 
uncle  was  in  the  army  and  was  a  guard 
of  honor  at  some  station  below  Washing- 
ton and  Springfield.  Soldiers  accom- 
panied the  body  from  the  train  to  the 
various  state  capitols  as  public  halls 
along  its  way.  It  is  very  easy  to  have 
the  guard  of  honor  at  a  funeral  become 
a  pall  bearer  in  the  family  tradition  after 
a  few  generations  have  passed. 

The  frequency  of  the  request  has  in- 
duced us  to  give  a  list  of  the  Official  Pall 
Bearers  at  Washington.  I  have  a  photo- 
graph of  each.

The  question  is  who  can  furnish  a  pic- 
ture of  S.  W.  Fuller,  Chicago  pall  bearer 
and  pictures  of  Erastus  Wright  and  C. 
W.  Matheny  both  of  Springfield  to  make 
the  list  of  4G  complete? 

It  is  a  strange  thing  that  so  few  people 
of  the  old  world  seemed  to  have  recog- 
nized the  eminence  of  Lincoln  while  he 
was  alive  and  were  the  first  to  give  him 
universal  favor  after  his  tragic  death. 
The  early  biographers  of  Lincoln  found 
when  they  came  to  Illinois  to  get  histori- 
cal data  met  men  by  the  score  who  con- 
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The  pall  bearers  of  Lincoln  would 
make  a  small  army.  Guests  at  the  tomb 
often  say,  "My  grandfather  was  one  of 
Lincoln's  pall  bearers."  When  questioned 
it  develops  that  he  was  in  the  army  and 
his  company  acted  as  a  military  escort 
or  sort  of  honorary  pall  bearer  at  some 
one  of  the  dozen  places  Lincoln's  body 
was  halted  in  its  journey  from  Washing- 
ton to  Springfield.  The  military  event  in 
one  generation  becomes  a  real  pall  bear- 
er in  a  few  generations. 

The  twelve  active  pall  bearers  at 
Springfield  for  Mr.  Lincoln,  according  to 
J.  C.  Power,  were  as  follows:  Jesse  K. 
Dubois,  Stephen  T.  Logan,  W.  F.  Elkin, 
Gustavus  Koerner,  S.  H.  Treat,  James  C. 
Lamb,  Erastus  Wright,  Jacob  Bunn, 
Chas.  W.  Matheny,  James  N.  Brown, 
John  Williams  and  Gershom  Jayne. 

We  have  collections  of  various  pictures 
of  all  except  Erastus  Wright  and  Chas. 
W.  Matheny,  and  want  them  very  much. 
While  we  can  show  many  pictures  of 
other  members  of  the  Matheny  family, 
yet  Charles  W.  Matheny,  born  1830, 
many  years  a  merchant  of  Springfield, 
seems  to  be  missing. 

A  number  of  years  ago  we  run  down 
several  clews  in  regard  to  a  photograph 
of  Erastus  Wright  but  failed  to  get  a 
picture. 

Mr.  Wright,  for  some  reason,  has  not 
been  given  the  prominence  in  history  of 
the  community  that  one  of  such  activities 
deserves.  He  located  in  Springfield  in 
1821  and  is  credited  with  building  the 
first  frame  house  in  the  village.  He  did 
pioneer  service  along  with  Des,  Ma- 
theney,  Kelly,  Latham,  Ellis,  and  John 
Dixon,  later  founder  of  Dixon,  111.,  and 
they  are  all  mentioned  in  his  sketch  in 
Power  history. 

The  pictures  of  both  Charles  W.  Ma- 
theny and  Erastus  Wright  are  probably 
in  the  long-forgotten  albums  in  many  a 
Springfield  garret.  Who.  will  take  the 
trouble,  to  find  them? 


LINCOLN'S  PALLBEARERS 

Can  you  tell  me  who  were  the  honorary  pall- 
bearers at  the  Washington  funeral  of  President 
Lincoln?  J* 

Public  services  were  held  over  the  body  of 
President  Lincoln  on  April  2,   1865,  in  the  ro- 
tunda of  the  Capitol,  private    services    having 
previously  been  held  in  the  White  House.  They 
were  attended  by  the  members  of  the  Cabinet, 
General  Grant  and  his  staff,  Senators,  Army  and 
Navy  officials  and  other  dignitaries.    You  prob- 
ably refer  to  the  party  which  was  to  serve  as 
an  escort  on  the  journey  to  Springfield.    It  in- 
cluded Judge  David  Davis,  Ward  Lamon  and 
General  Hunter,  old   friends  who   had  accom- 
panied Lincoln  to  Washington  on  his  first  in- 
auguration; a  guard  of  honor- composed  of  prom- 
inent Army  officers;  a  Congressional  committee, 
several  Governors  of  States,  a  special  delegation 
from  Illinois  and  a  bodyguard. 
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part  of  the  1,666-mile 
distance  from  Washington  to 
Springfield,  Illinois.  It  was 
bedecked  with  bunting, 
special  black  fringed 
presidential  flags  and  a 
portrait  of  Lincoln.
